The new type of Dahlias originated in Holland, and promises to become very popular. The flowers 
are very large and artistically arranged. The petals are peculiarly twisted and curved. They are a free- 
flowering variety, producing flowers on stiff wiry stems. 


GERMANIA. Wine-color, dark velvet, shaded 
with yellow. Flowers are borne on long, stiff stems. 

GLORY OF BAARN. Soft pink, very large; blooms 
often seven inches across.

There is a diversity of opinion as to the proper 
time to plant, but we find better results are obtained from early 
planting. Roots should be planted at least ten days before danger from frost 
is Over, as it takes from two to three weeks for them to appear above the 
ground, while green plants should not be planted until the danger from frost 
is over. It is advisable, however, to be guided entirely by your location. A good 
rule to follow is to plant as early as you can after danger from frost is over.
